General Oscar Carlstrom recently 
found in the case of the city of 
Waukegan that school directors and 
boards of education had no right 
under the statute to employ nurses 
a to supervise children in the public 
schools. 
Approved by Senate 
The measure, introduced by Sen­ 
ator Rodney B. Swift of Highland 
Park, had received the approval of 
the senate and 
came before the 
house subject to amendment un­ 
der the sponsorship of Rep. Wil­ 
liam F. Weiss of Waukegan. 
It had no sooner appeared on 
the floor than it became the ta r­ 
get for an attack led by Rep. El­ 
mer J. Schnakenberg of 
Chicago 
and 
Representative 
Lee 
O’Neil 
Browne of Ottawa. 
Defeat of this bill will be a great 
disappointment to health authori­ 
ties and 
civic 
organizations of 
Cook county, who wrere among its 
sponsors. Those fam iliar with the 
work that is 
being done in the 
Cook county schools by nurses rea­ 
lize its need. 
The bill did not re­ 
quire any school district to hire a 
nurse, but it gave permission for 
such action 
by such 
school dis­ 
tricts as desired to do so. 
It is
